Mrs Lockley was catering 
manager at Swindon Golf 
Club, near Dudley, when she 
was diagnosed with bowel 
cancer in 2007. She worked 
for a time at Iceland in 
Stourbridge and she was 
also involved with Stour¬ 
bridge Rugby Club and 
Enville Cricket Club.

His constituency repre¬ 
sentative, Kingswinford 
Councillor Patrick Harley, 
said: “We have left space in 
the diary and are hopeful of 
getting a date and time fixed 
for a meeting. 

He added: “It is very dis¬ 
appointing to hear, not only 
for the hundreds of people 
who work there but also the 
businesses who would feel 
the knock-on effect.” 

No firm date has yet been 
given for the closure but an 
npower spokesman said it 
would be within the year. 

Decision 

The spokesman would not 
say if jobs were at risk as 
part of the review being 
carried out with parent 
company RWE. 

But staff said they were 
warned by bosses there 
could be redundancies and 
that some employees would 
be moved to the firm’s 
Worcester base. 

Mr Kelly said: “While I 
don’t expect to reverse the 
decision, I want to speak to 
them about why they have 
made the decision and seek 
what help I can for all 
affected employees.” 

Union officials have also 
vowed to talk to company 
bosses.

HISTORIC bells rang out at a 
Stourbridge church as more than 
150 people turned out to herald 
the completion of a £40,000 
restoration project. 

They were at Christ Church, Lye, for a 
re-dedication service to mark the 
return of the church bells. 

Archdeacon of Dudley, the Venerable 
Fred Trethewey, joined the Reverend 
Simon Falshaw to lead Sunday’s 
service. 

The congregation launched a 
fundraising drive to restore bells at the 


High Street church and they were 
removed from the tower for the first 
time in 120 years. After a two-year 
project to restore them, new bell¬ 
ringers, including children, are getting 
expert tuition. 

Donations 

Spokesman Bob Field, said: “It was a 
really good turnout and this is the offi¬ 
cial recognition that the bells are 
back.” 

Wear and tear took its toll on the 
ornate bells and they were only rung 
occasionally but committee members 


sourced donations including £15,000 
from the Ibstock Cory Environmental 
Trust, £5,000 from Worcestershire and 
Districts Change Ringing Association 
and £5,000 from the Garfield Weston 
Foundation. 

Replacement pieces had to be spe¬ 
cially designed by an expert and joists 
dating back to 1885 had to be replaced. 

The bells were made in Belgian by 
Severin Van Aerschodt. 

Varying in size from 771b to 3961b, 
they are partly made from copper and 
tin. 


Big names

HMV went into adminis¬ 
tration this week, putting 
thousands of jobs across the 
country at risk.

The camera chain 
was put into administration 
and an announcement later 
said that all the firm’s stores 
were closing. 

Both chains blamed inter¬ 
net shopping for their 
demise. 

HMV continues to trade 
while a buyer is sought. But 
customers have been 
angered by the announce¬ 
ment that they could not use 
their gift vouchers. 

Ryan Guest, a 20-year-old 
student of Netherton, has a 
£20 card from Christmas, 
and another from his birth¬ 
day in June, worth £10, 
which he was planning to 
spend in the coming days. 

He said: “It’s like the 
cards have been stolen from 
me. As a student, £30 is a lot 
of money to me. It’s really 
bad that another shop that I 
used regularly is in trouble. 

More than 4,350 jobs at 
HMV are at risk after bosses 
at the 92-year-old business 
appointed administrators 
from Deloitte. 

Big names including 
Comet, JJB Sports, Game, 
Peacocks and Blacks Leisure 
have all fallen victim to the 
tough times on the High 
Street.

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Takeaway 
boss fined 
for filthy 
kitchen 

A TAKEAWAY boss has 
been fined thousands of 
pounds after inspectors 
found dirty work surfaces, 
broken fridges and dog food 
stored alongside ingredients 
on the menu. 

Mohammed Hassani, the 
owner of The Godfather 
pizzeria, Cooper Avenue, 
Brierley Hill, admitted 11 
food hygiene charges and 
another five health and 
safety offences relating to 
maintaining gas appliances. 

Richard Essex, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Dudley magistrates 
that staff were not trained 
properly in food hygiene. 

He said inspectors found 
dirty surfaces and cooking 
equipment, and mould 
around the kitchen area 
during their visit in Decem¬ 
ber 2011. 

Improvement had been 
noticed in more recent 
inspections, he added. 

Ali Tabari, defending, said 
Hassani was battling debt 
and an uncooperative land¬ 
lord, but the food hygiene 
problems had been rectified. 

He said Hassani would 
struggle to pay the £3,200 
the court fined him along 
with the £4,134 in prosecu¬ 
tion costs. 

He added: “He has not 
been any burden on the state 
since he arrived from Iran in 
1999, but if the fine is more 
than £4,000, that is what 
could happen.”

Heritage charity on board 
with planned £5m museum 


A NEW £5 million museum promoting Stour¬ 
bridge’s glass industry will be run by a leading 
heritage charity under a deal with developers. 

Plans to transform the old Stuart Crystal glassworks, 
also known as the White House Glass Cone, into a new 
attraction are under way with a bid for European funding 
to kickstart the project. 

Conservation charity the British Glass Foundation would 
eventually take over the running of the museum in Words- 
ley, from site owner Complex — by Andrew Jurton 
Developments Ltd. ___ 


Under the proposals, the 
ownership of Kingswin- 
ford’s Broadfield House 
Glass Museum would be 
transferred from Dudley 
Council to the charity as 
part of the deal. 

A council report states 
that Broadfield House 
would then be sold off by the 
British Glass Foundation to 
fund its takeover of the new 
museum. 

Purchase 

Dudley Council’s director 
of the urban environment, 
John Millar, writing in the 
report said: “If successful 
the plan would be for 
Complex Developments Ltd 
to sell the new museum to 
the British Glass Founda¬ 
tion. 

“The council’s only obli¬ 
gation would be to transfer 
Broadfield House to the 
BGF, and allow them to 
dispose of the asset in order 
that the receipt could be 
used to fund the purchase of 
the new museum.” 


Mr Millar added: “There 
is an obligation on the 
British Glass Foundation to 
produce a robust business 
plan outlining how they 
would operate a new 
museum on the White 
House Glass Cone site and 
there could be a request for 
some council support in the 
initial period of its opera¬ 
tion.” 

Complex Developments 
director Ian Harrabin said 
the charity was “part of the 
funding process” as they 
look to secure £2 million 
from the European Regional 
Development Fund for the 
project. 

Further grants are also 
being applied for from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund’s 
Heritage Enterprise 

scheme. 

Campaigners fought to 
keep Broadfield House open 
three years ago after it was 
threatened with the axe 
under cost-cutting propos¬ 
als by the council.

LLOYDS Banking Group, Virgin 
Media, online credit card firm Egg 
and now npower - commerce in the 
Dudley borough was dealt another 
blow with news that npower will 
close its base in Kingswinford. 

The company’s move comes 
almost a year after Lloyds and 
Virgin Media moved all 559 staff 
from Dudley’s Waterfront. Then 
West Bromwich Building Society 
ditched plans to move its HQ to the 


same business centre. But business 
and community leaders refuse to be 
downbeat. 

Paul Bennett, president of the 
Black Country Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said: “There is success in the 
Dudley borough, look at retail - we 
have seen a 15-unit net gain in occu¬ 
pation of units over the past four 
months. 

“The economy is relatively flat 
but here we are seeing companies 


invest in staff, and technology too. 
But we need to support them.” 

He said one way was to give loans 
to firms which had struggled when 
approaching the banks. 

The Dudley Business Loan Fund 
backed by Dudley Council was set up 
last March and has seen £307,000 
given to 13 businesses in the 
borough, safeguarding 245 jobs. 

Meanwhile, at CMC Partnership, 
a Stourbridge firm which provides 


management consultancy services 
to corporate clients, director 
Graeme Thom said: “It’s not all 
doom and gloom.

Revamp 
plan gets 
lottery

A £1.15million project to 
restore a Grade II listed 
building housing two 
chapels has moved a step 
closer after lottery bosses 
awarded funding for 
detailed designs to be drawn 
up.

Now members are 
working towards taking full 
ownership of the building 
under an arrangement asset 
transfer, supported by the 
council.

Idea to cut 
the costs 
of libraries 
is shelved 


COST-CUTTING plans to create a single Black 
Country-wide library service have been 
shelved by council bosses. 

Talks on a possible merger had been taking place between 
Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall and Sandwell councils in 
an attempt to save more than £1 million a year. 

They have now decided not to press ahead with the plans 


to share back office func¬ 
tions for a combined service 
as each council had different 
priorities. 

The plan was for a single 
management structure 
across the area. 

Dudley Council still needs 
to find savings of £347,000 
in 2013/14, which could lead 
to redundancies. Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council has 
overhauled its library 
service as part of proposals 
to save £lm. 

Shortfall 

In Walsall, cost-cutting 
measures have been put in 
place as part of plans to save 
£140,000 in the next three 
years. 

Dudley is now looking at 
reducing staffing levels in 
the libraries, archives and 
adult learning department 
to find £75,000 of the short¬ 
fall, says a report by adult 
services director Andrea

Pope-Smith. Further pro¬ 
posals to find the remaining 
savings are being drawn up. 

The report said: “To meet 
the identified savings there 
will be a requirement to 
reduce staffing level.” 

Although plans for a 
single service have been 
dropped, councils said they 
would continue to work 
together to help reduce 
costs. Sandwell cabinet 
member for leisure services 
Councillor Linda Horton 
said: “It was decided to work 
on co-operative arrange¬ 
ments like book purchasing 
contract arrangements, that 
will help to reduce costs.” 

Wolverhampton’s assis¬ 
tant director for leisure, Rob 
Willoughby, said the coun¬ 
cils would meet regularly to 
“initiate collaborative 
working”.

Tributes after death of 
top model aircraft flyer 


TRIBUTES have been paid to 
one of the country’s most suc¬ 
cessful flyers of model aircraft 
who died earlier this month. 

Stafford Screen, who was 78 when he 
died of suspected heart failure, lived in 
Wollescote, Stourbridge, and was the 
most consistently successful interna¬ 
tional contest model flyer that Britain 
has ever produced. 

He flew for the country 31 times in 
world and European championships. 

Mr Screen attended Powke Lane 
School in Blackheath, before going on 
to Britannia Road Secondary School. 

He began learning to fly free flight 
models soon after the Second World 
War. He became a member of the Black- 
heath and Halesowen Model Aircraft 
Club, while at the same time beginning 
an engineering apprenticeship. 

His apprenticeship saw him launch 
his professional career as a mechanical 
and industrial design engineer, which 
gave him an upper hand when design¬ 
ing model planes. 

Married 

After completing national service 
with the RAF, he took a break from 
model flying, and married Pamela, 
whom he met at a dance in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

He played for Old Hill Cricket Club in 
Cradley Heath and football at a high 
level, and worked at British Castors in 
Great Bridge and Colson Castors in 
West Bromwich. 

But he could not resist model flying, 
and after a visit to a national competi¬ 
tion in 1974, he got involved again. He 
was soon part of the Great British 
team, and was in 23 consecutive world 
and European championships from 
1977 to 1999.

A postcard sent to wife 
tells of Great War truce 


THE Christmas truce when 
British and German soldiers 
ventured out of the trenches 
99 years ago in a touching 
display of festive spirit is one 
of the most heartwarming 
stories of wartime history. 

Harry Hackett - a Grenadier guard 
from Old Hill - was among the troops 
who let bygones be bygones to shake 
hands, or even play football, with the 
enemy. 

And that discovery led to his great- 
great nephew, Andy Rudall, embarking 
on a labour of love to tell the tale of the 
ancestor he only knew existed after a 
chance purchase in a charity shop. 

Andy, aged 50, of Collis Street, 
Amblecote, Stourbridge, has now 
written a book called Neat Little Rows 
- the Black Country Grenadier, chart¬ 
ing his journey of discovery. 

Andy, IT manager for a Birmingham 
law firm, had just bought a book by his 
favourite author, John Grisham, in 


by Louise Jew 

Stourbridge’s Action Heart shop in 
2009 when he was told at the till there 
was a “two for the price of one deal”. 

So he browsed the shelves and 
selected The First Casualty, a crime 
thriller by Ben Elton set in the First 
World War. As he read, he became 
gripped by gruesome descriptions of 
the trenches and “going over the top” 
and, later that year he and his wife, 
Jacqui, visited war graves. 

His grandmother, Annie Nock, told 
him about her uncle Harry, of High 
Street, Old Hill, who had been in the 
Grenadier Guards. 

He died, aged 27, at the Battle of The 
Lys as the Germans made a final push 
before the war ended in 1918. 

It set Andy on a trail that led to him 
discovering photographs of his hero 
great great uncle and even a postcard 
showing he was involved in the famous 
Christmas truce. 

Touching postcards from Harry to 
his wife, Olive, include one, dated 


October 28 1914, saying: “I never 
thought anything could happen the 
same as I have seen this last few days. 

“There was about 80 casualties in 
my company in one day and we have 
lost five or six officers. 

“I hardly know how I got through it 
all myself... about four times as many 
Germans as there were us, still their 
losses were far more serious than ours. 

“In fact we were told that their dead 
were piled up so high in front of their 
trenches that they could not see to fire 
over them.” 

In the postcard about the Christmas 
truce he says: “Dear O, I am sending 
you this postcard with two of the 
German soldiers’ addresses on, which I 
got on Boxing Day. I suppose you saw in 
the papers about us going across, out of 
the trenches and having a word or two 
together.”

Plans for 70 
homes near 
reserve get 
green light 


PLANS for 70 homes on the edge of a Dudley 
nature reserve have been approved. The 
houses will be built near Saltwells Local 
Nature Reserve on the Kuehne and Nagel UK 
site which provides warehousing and trans¬ 


port services. 

Around 34 people 
employed at the site in 
Saltwells Road, Netherton, 
will be moved to the 
company’s other sites out of 
the area. 

Planning committee 
member Councillor Tim 
Wright said the scheme 
would mean jobs were lost 
from Dudley, adding: “I 
think it is a great shame.” 

Netherton councillor 
Qadar Zada also voiced con¬ 
cerns on increased traffic 
using the site which could 
affect air quality in the area. 

Blamed 

He is already leading a 
campaign to improve air 
quality after Netherton was 
identified as a problem area. 

Dudley Council is con¬ 
ducting an air quality 
survey around Netherton 
and Cradley, with traffic 
congestion blamed for the 
problem. 

Councillor Zada said: 
“The air quality is extremely

poor in Netherton and we 
must...improve this.” 

However, Dudley 

Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee voted unanimously to 
award outline permission 
for demolition of the factory 
units. 

A more detailed plan 
looking at the scale and sizes 
of homes will be outlined at 
a later date. 

Under the proposals, 
developer Aube Properties 
Ltd would be asked to make 
a contribution of £2,365 to 
the nature reserve for foot¬ 
path improvements. 

Out of the homes built, 10 
per cent would be classified 
as affordable housing. 

The approach to the 
Saltwells Road junction with 
Saltwells Lane will be 
changed. 

A wall will be moved and 
the site landscaped to give 
drivers a better view at the 
blind corner.

How the cuts are made is crucial 


I THINK David Cameron’s “problem” 
lies not in persuading the public savings 
need to be made but how they are made. 

The arguments for slashing benefits 
and essential services has not been won.

This cannot be fair and will under¬ 
mine all of the other initiatives rightly 
taken by the coalition upon weeding out 
benefit cheats because welfare reform 
in its current guise will not only punish 
those guilty of abusing the system but 
will also punish the genuine claimant. 

This will cause resentment and serve 
to alienate those genuinely unable to 
earn a living in the conventional sense. 

A case in point is a relative of mine. 
He is 58 worked most of his life. He did 
have a spell of three years on sick pay 
following a very bad accident but until 
last August had worked constantly for 
29 years. His pay was never substantial 


but he raised a family and paid his way. 
He has little savings but owes no one 
anything. Now he is unemployed and 
work is difficult to find if you are 
unskilled and the wrong side of 50 but 
instead of getting support he will have 
to pay £50 a month for the spare 
bedroom in his house and face a real 
terms cut in his benefit from April. I 
believe most people view such things as 
profoundly unfair particularly when 
government is giving tax breaks to mil¬

Path is set for closure to 
beat antisocial behaviour 


A PATH which has become 
a “magnet for bad behav¬ 
iour” could be closed to 
stop yobs congregating. 

Residents have long complained 
about the walkway between Robin 
Hood Road and Marion Close, 
Quarry Bank. 

A petition signed by 35 people 
calling for action was handed in to 
council chiefs. Councillor Bryan 
Cotterill said work was under way 
to gate off the path following a rise 
in anti-social behaviour. The 
council is looking to make an order 
under the Highways Act to shut it. 

The work is expected to cost 
£3,500. 

The 30-metre long path is paral¬ 
lel to a private drive to three prop¬ 
erties. It is often used as a part of a 
route from the village to the Merry 
Hill shopping centre. 

But police said there had been 
complaints from people living 
nearby who were being plagued by 
antisocial behaviour. 

The number of problems has 
“significantly increased” during 
the past two years, officers say. 

Suffered 

A report says: “It is strongly 
believed that if the alleyway was 
permanently closed there would be 
a marked reduction in crime and 
anti-social behaviour as individuals 
would have no cause to use this 
area.” 

Councillor Cotterill said steps on 
the path were “a magnet for bad 
behaviour”. 

“I am very supportive of the foot¬ 
path being closed off,” he added. “It 
has also been supported by the 
police. There is also a safety issue 
because the steps lead to a turning 
point in the road.” 

A decision is to be made tomor¬ 
row (Friday). 


Public get say on policing] 

THE new Police and Crime 
Commissioner for the West 
Midlands has said the public 
will get a say on how money 
for policing is to be spent. 

Bob Jones visited Brierley 
Hill police station to meet 
senior officers including 
Supt Stuart Johnson, who 
highlighted anti-social 
behaviour as one of the key 
issues residents cared about 
in the Dudley and Stour¬ 
bridge area. 

Mr Jones, a former 
Wolverhampton Labour 
councillor, said: “One of my 
key jobs is to listen to the 
public and ensure the money 
is spent tackling issues they 
most care about. 

“By talking to officers, 
engaging with partner agen¬ 
cies and listening to the 
public, I intend to do just 
that.” 

Mr Jones will set the 
police budget and priorities 
for the next five years. 

He will consult with com¬ 
munity leaders, police and 
relevant partnership areas 
such as Victim Support. He 
has also said he will fight for 
fairer funding for the force, 
which is having to make 
£126 million in savings over 
the next three years. 

Supt Johnson said Dudley 
had the lowest crime rates 
across the force. Police were 
keen to concentrate on 
house burglaries, and people 
said they were most con-

The centre is being built by 
Midland’s contractor GF Tomlin¬ 
son and is being part funded by the 
European Regional Development 
Fund, as part of the wider redevel¬ 
opment of the Castle Hill area of 
Dudley. 

Once the building is finished, 
Dudley Council’s archives service 
will relocate from its building, in 
Mount Pleasant, Coseley. 

When the new one opens it will 
also be used to store documents for 
neighbouring Sandwell Council. 


Prizes plan for the right 
rubbish to boost recyling 


RADICAL plans to encourage more people 
to recycle have been unveiled - including 
entering rubbish into raffles for the chance 
to win prizes. 

Children will add a ‘guilt factor’ for 
parents as binmen will be handing out 
school vouchers to every home correctly sep¬ 
arating its waste. 

It is part of plans by Wolverhampton City 
Council to make use of a £2.68 million gov¬ 
ernment grant. 

The cash, offered to ensure there will 
always be weekly bin collections, is being 
used to get more people to put recyclable 
rubbish into the correct bin. 

It comes after Dudley Council was also 
awarded £1.8m to continue emptying bins 
every week. Environment councillor Tracy 


Wood said the money will be spent on 
increasing the amount of recycling collec¬ 
tions in the borough. 

The council is planning to spend the 
money on extra vehicles, boxes, bags and 
staff in order to roll out the plastic bottle and 
cardboard recycling trial to all households in 
the borough. 

Under plans in Wolverhampton, residents 
would be sent stickers to put on recyclable 
rubbish such as cardboard boxes. Items 
would then be selected at random from the 
council’s processing plant in Southampton 
and prizes handed out. 

Wolverhampton City Council has been 
offered £2.68m over three years if it 
commits to keeping its weekly collections of 
non-recyclable waste. 


Gary’s gruelling cycle ride

GARY JAMES has walked the Great Wall of 
China, trekked in Peru and journeyed 
through Vietnam and Cambodia on his 
charity fundraising exploits. 

And for his latest challenge, he hopped on 
his bike for a gruelling 310-mile cycle ride 
through central America as he smashed 
through the £40,000 barrier. 

Mr James, who is a director at Kings win- 
ford-based metal suppliers Alcomet Ltd, 
took nine days to complete the challenge 
late last year. 

His ride took him through Panama, Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua, to raise funds for chil¬ 
dren’s charity the NSPCC.

He said: “It was a tough trip involving 
high temperatures over rough terrain 
through primary rainforest, passing 
smoking volcanoes which meant climbing 
steep gradients. 

“But it was a lifetime experience and I am 
really pleased to have travelled through 
three central American countries as well as 
riding along the beautiful Caribbean coast. 

“It was awe-inspiring.” 

He is now planning to take on the physical 
and mental challenge of cycling through 
Death Valley in America and has already 
started training.

Cyclist Paul to saddle up 
again after fight for life 


A CYCLIST who nearly died after a 
head-on crash in France has 
pledged to battle back from his 
horrendous injuries to have 
another go at tackling the arduous 
mountain bike ride. 

Paul Greaves, a Peso, wants another go 
at Mont Ventoux - the iconic mountain on 
the Tour de France route - to face his 
“demons”. 

Mr Greaves, 37, from Stourbridge, was 
practising for a charity ride on Mont 
Ventoux in September when he was hit by 
a van, leaving him in a coma for three 
days. 

The bone structure in his right shoulder 
was totally smashed and he may never 
regain the use of his arm. 

Paul, Pc Gareth Harrison, a 41-year-old 
traffic officer from Kidderminster, and 
Barry Tyson, also 41, a Gloucestershire 
train driver, had arrived in France to cycle 
three routes around the steep Mont 
Ventoux for the Stillborn and Neonatal 
Death Society, Sands. 

“I hit a truck,” said Paul. “I was flown 
to hospital in Marseilles and had a bleed 
on the brain so they put me in a coma for 
three days.” 

His wife, Jayne, a 37-year-old security 
manager at The Waterfront, Brierley Hill, 
flew out to Marseilles and 10 days later he 
was flown to Birmingham’s Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital, where surgeons grafted a 
length of nerve from his left leg to try to 
repair some of the damage to his scapula. 

His aim is to return to Mont Ventoux 
with an adapted bike. 

“It’s to face my demons,” said Paul, who 
also hopes to return to work soon.

GARDENING 

Be patience and earn 
bedding plant reward 


AS we approach February, 
often the coldest month of the 
year, real gardeners are start¬ 
ing to grow in earnest. 

The wise old birds that sow seed in 
mid winter are able to grow plants that 
will be ready for planting out at just the 
right time. 

Some bedding plants are relatively 
slow growers and need several months 
to transform from seeds to plants ready 
to flower. 

Tender geraniums, begonias and 
lobelia are examples that ideally need 
to be sown now so that they receive 18 
to 20 weeks of growth and are ready for 
planting out when frosts are finished 
around the end of May. 

It doesn’t matter what the weather 
is like, as long as you have a warm spot 
for germination and a bright win¬ 
dowsill on which the seedlings can 
grow. 

You just need patience for this early 
bird gardening that will save you 
plenty of money compared with buying 
garden-ready plants in May. 

Waste 

Simply take a clean plastic seed tray 
and fill it with fresh Miracle-Gro Seed 
& Cutting Compost. 

Use a flat piece of wood to level the 
surface and then place the tray in a 
shallow bowl of water to gradually 
moisten the compost from the bottom. 

As with all composts it pays to buy 
fresh every season as the nutrients 
available to the roots diminishes grad¬ 
ually after the bag is opened. 

Saving pennies by using up old 
compost is rarely the way to ensure 
good strong growth. 

Instead it can spell disaster and a 
total waste of your investment in 
packets of seed. Follow the pack 
instruction on your flower seed packet 
as to whether you should cover the seed

Topical tips 


Take time to plan your flower 
borders, beds, hanging baskets 
and patio pots so you can buy 
packets of seed, pots of seedling 
plants or plug plants at the time 
when there is maximum choice 


with more compost and the tempera¬ 
ture required for germination. 

Bedding begonias need light while 
geraniums require darkness. To keep 


the compost evenly moist while germi¬ 
nation occurs, I find it useful to cover 
the tray with a plastic dome or slip the 
whole seed tray inside a white or clear 
plastic bag. 

Geraniums, begonia and lobelia ger¬ 
minate best in warm conditions of 24C 
(75F). 

Unfortunately they require this 
temperature consistently for fastest 
germination, which is where a thermo¬ 
statically controlled propagator comes 
in really handy.

Why? The answer to that is simple: 
because every award is voted for by 
the people who really count - those of 
us who tune in at home. 

Forget the critics or the contributors’ 
fellow cast and crew members, it’s the 
folk who watch the shows whose 
opinions count the most, because 
without them, there would be no 
programmes to start off with. 

So if your favourite doesn’t bag a 
trophy on the night, you only have 
yourself to blame for not backing 
them. 

The people receiving them also rate 
the ceremony highly, as executive 
producer Kim Turberville of Indigo 
Television, who make the National 
Television Awards for ITV, says: 

“Viewers are the bedrock of our 
show because all the winners are 
chosen by the public. So I hope they 
will respond to our call to action again 


this year in this quest to discover the 
nation’s favourite stars and shows. 

“The NTA trophy is the award that 
says people love what you do. That’s 
why it means so much to win one.” 

This year, the NTAs themselves 
have something to celebrate, having 
come of age. Yes, this will be the 18th 
time the ceremony has taken place, 
and as a result, it promises to be 
bigger and better than ever before. 

It’s certainly going to be very 
exciting indeed, with many of the 
categories just too close to call.

The smart money is on Sheridan 
Smith for her outstanding performance 
as a Great Train Robber’s wife in Mrs 
Biggs, but Miranda Hart could 
surprise everyone - after all, she’s 
been rather impressive in Call The 
Midwife. 

Other awards being given on the 
night will be for Comedy Panel Show, 
Talk Show, Factual Programme, 
Situation Comedy, Serial Drama, 

Serial Drama Performance, Reality 
Programme, Newcomer, 

Entertainment Programme and 
Entertainment Presenter. 

Dermot O’Leary hosts the 
ceremony from the 02 Arena in 
London, and watch out for his show¬ 
stopping entrance, which apparently 
features a very special dance partner 
indeed.

A must for bargain hunters 



Dacia’s Sandero Stepway is certainly turning heads 


DESPITE being a brand defined by the 
affordability of its cars, Dacia under¬ 
stands the need for models that give 
the people what they want. The 
Sandero Stepway is one of those. 

Based on the Sandero hatchback, the Stepway 
is more of a crossover-type car, riding higher and 
with a handful of off-roader styling cues to give a 
more rugged look. 

Sales in this sector of the market have been bal¬ 
looning for the last few years and Dacia would be 
daft not to get in on the act. 

The sub-range is almost identical to that of the 
Sandero hatch. It’s in the company’s interests to 
share parts, platforms and equipment as much as 
possible, allowing a cheaper price to then be 
passed on to the consumer. 

There Eire turbocharged 0.9-litre petrol and 1.5- 
litre diesel engine options with two trim levels, so 
the Stepway does without the entry-level engine 
and trim options you can get in the ordinEiry 
Sandero. Tested here is the Stepway Laureate 1.5 
dCi; the priciest Sandero variant you can buy at a 
likely £10,795 or so when order books open in the 
spring. 

For around £1,000 less, you can have the gutsy 
and frugal 898cc turbocharged petrol TCe, which 
makes it the soundest financial bet for most 


buyers. Either way, Dacia predicts a lot of people 
will go for Laureate spec for its massive value for 
money. 

As well as the 40mm ride height increase over 
the common-or-garden Sandero which improves 
accessibility and gives a better view of the road 
ahead, buyers get smart-looking roof rails, an in¬ 
built colour satnav system, cruise control, a speed 
limiter and reverse-parking sensors. Not the sort 
of things you normally expect on a sub-£ll,000 
runabout, but all of them very welcome. 

Impressive 

The 89bhp diesel engine is equally impressive 
on the value front. Based on the cheaper of the two 
Renault-Nissan alliance small-capacity units 
(there’s also a 1.6 in the group), it produces ample 
power and only 105g/km of C02, which although 
not hitting the tax-free heights of some of its cost¬ 
lier Renault cousins is still very impressive - and 
very cheap to run. 

One of the pairts shaired between all Sandero 
models including the Stepway is the rev counter, 
which has no red zone and extends past 7,000rpm. 
The diesel can’t reach those engine speeds but 
pulls well between l,900rpm and 3,500rpm. 

The weight difference between the diesel and 
the petrol is about 60kg, and all of it rests over the 
front wheels. The Stepway, with its taller stance, 
is especially susceptible to the negative effects this 


has on the way the cair drives, feeling just a little 
more ponderous around corners and marginally 
firmer at the front end. A stiffer suspension set-up 
has been used to account for the extra weight. 

But for general biffing around town or country, 
the diesel Stepway is a thoroughly amiable little 
partner, happily negotiating steep hills and dis¬ 
playing fine cruising credentiads. The only issue is 
louder-than-average wind noise airound the front 
screen and A-pillairs. 

Its five-speed geairbox is a bit notchy when locat¬ 
ing a new cog and if you place your hand on it, the 
gear lever can feel wobbly. It’s not too noticeable 
during normal gearshifts though. 

A highlight among the practical benefits that 
the Stepway can cladm over the standaird Sandero 
has to be the unpadnted plastic trim around the 
wheel arches, side skirts and bumpers. It helps 
prevent certadn kinds of cair pairk knocks and 
scrapes from damaging paintwork and offers a 
cheaper repair solution. Otherwise the car shares 
the surprisingly spacious boot and ample rear 
legroom of the Sandero. 

Although Dacia has taiken an eair-bashing from 
Euro NCAP over the safety scores its cairs aire 
getting, the safety bods are getting a little 
overzealous with their latest requests for five-star 
cars - and in isolation the UK-spec Sandero 
Stepway would get a sound four.

More goodies promised 
in new sporty BMW Z4 


A NEW BMW Z4 is on the way 
with new styling, more equip¬ 
ment and a new entry-level 
model, the Munich-based 
company has confirmed. 

A mid-life update sees mildly revised 
lines mix with a familiar set of engines 
and trim levels, apart from a new 
sDrivel8i model, which uses a detuned 
version of the 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
turbocharged unit in the sDrive20i, 
and in SE trim it loses the 20i’s leather 
seats. 

At present the 20i, which has until 
now been the range’s entry point, 


accounts for 80 per cent of the model’s 
sales and BMW is hoping to expand 
sales with a more accessible option. 

High-performance Z4s start with 
the four-cylinder turbocharged 
sDrive28i, with the six-cylinder turbo- 
aided sDrive35i and 35is as the stan¬ 
dard bearers. All three are limited to 
155mph, with 242bhp, 302bhp and 
335bhp respectively. 

SE and M Sport are maintained as 
the available trim options, but a new 
and more visually striking option has 
been added. 

The Pure Traction Design package 
can be ordered on any Z4 and brings 
with it Valencia Orange paint, an 


optional gloss black roof, leather and 
Alcantara sports seats with contrast¬ 
ing stitching and darker ‘metal weave’ 
interior trim. 

Standard equipment across all 
models now includes DAB radio, xenon 
headlights, Bluetooth, USB connectiv¬ 
ity and a multi-function steering 
wheel. Only the sDrivel8i SE does 
without ‘Kansas’ leather upholstery as 
standard. 

The Z4 will go on sale in March, with 
on-the-road prices starting at £27,610 
and rising to £45,795. The Pure Trac¬ 
tion Package will cost between £550 
and £2,240 depending on which model 
it is added to.
